The 
name of Hindenburg alone will be 
sufficient to send many waverers to the 
polling booths; for the old man has lost 
ncthing of the legendary glamour which 
he acquired during the war. His 
reputation stands so high throughout the 
Reich that even Republicans may be 
tempted to support his candidature; and, 
while we do not believe that he will te 
élected, '.e is certain to make a good fight 
for the Presidential chair. 

Friends of peace throughout the world 
will hope sincerely that Marshal von 
Hindenburg will be defeated. They have 
nothing against this fine old soldier, 
who did his duty according to his 
lights; but Hindenburg’s name is being 
used in the election by a very unscrupu- 
lous group of politicians, headed by Grand 
Admiral von Tirpitz. These people want 
a Hohenzollern restoration ; they want to 
wreck the carefully built edifice of the 
Dawes scheme; their chief aim, in the 
words of M. Clemenceau, is saboter la 
pair. Hindenburg has promised, if he is 
elected, to be faithful to the Weimar Con- 
stitution, but his supporters have other 
views. His election would: be a disaster 
both for Germany and for Europe, and, 
even if he secures a large vote without 
actually heading the -poll, the fact is 
likely to have serious reactions on inter- 
national politics. Germany has a chance 
now of proving to the world that she has 
turned her back on the old ways, and that 
she has accepted her new status for better 
or for worse.. If she elects Hindenburg to 
the Presidency, she will have lost that 
chance. The immediate result of his vic- 
tory would be the collapse of the negotia- 
tions which have been in progress for 
several months in regard to a pact of 
security between Germany and France, 
The French people never would accept 
Hindenburg’s signature as a guarantee of 
peace. He would be treated merely as a 
locum tenens for either the ex-Kaiser or 
the Crown Prince, Nothing in the world 
would persuade the French that their 
national safety was not in imminent 
danger, and Europe would be plunged 
within a few weeks into a crisis that 
easily might result in another armed 
conflict. We hope. that the good 
sense of the German people will 
assert itself to-morrow, and that. senti- 
ment will not mislead them into perilous

- All the omens are auspicious for the 
tourist traffic season in Ireland. A recover- 
ing world is renewing the habit of travel 
for pleasure, and in the coming summer 
prosperous America will send a “ record” 
number of visitors to Europe. During the 
last few years tourists, both British and 
American, have not regarded Ireland as a 
safe haunt for holiday-makers ; but recent 
events have r-stored their confidence, and 
Mr. Blythe’s Budget will be a further 
advertisement of our newly-found stability 
and peace. Jn .e next place, we have 
begun to take the tourist traffic seriously— 
as an industry which, like all other in- 
dustries, must be promoted: by the em- 
ployment of business methods, The art 
of this traffic consists mainly in two things. 
The tourist must be caught, and, when 
he has been caught, he must get such 
value for his money that he will desire 
no! only to repeat his experience, but to 
bring his relations and friends in his 
train. Today our tourist organisation 
societies, alike in the Free State and in 
Northern Ireland, are concentrating a 
praiseworthy amount of energy and fore- 
thought on both objects. The work cf 
our propagandists in the United States 
ought to have lucrative results during the 
coming months; and the special arrange- 
ments which are promised by the London, 
Midland and Scottish and the Great 
Western Railway Companies will help 
thousands of British holiday-planners to 
m; .a up their minds in favour of Ireland. 
We are not so sure that Ireland is really 
ready to receive all these visitors as they 
ought to be received; but a statement 
which was made at yesterday's meeting of 
the Irish Tourist Association is encourag- 
ing. Mr. F. Moran, speaking officially 
on behalf of the Free State's hotels 
and restaurants, said that some three 
hundred of them had settled their 
prices in such a way that all tourists 
would be able to calculate their expendi- 
ture beforehand. If we may assume that 
the prices will be reasonable and the 
accommodation good, this arrangement 
represents a satisfactory advance. 

While Mr. Blythe’s Budget is an adver- 
tisement for the Free State's secuyity and 
progress, it seems in one particular to 
threaten injury to the tourist traffic. The 
point was raised in Dail Eireann yesterday 
by Mr. John Good. Tourists, being 
fugitives from the cares of their normal 
life, resent with peculiar bitterness such 
worries—even the slightest—as may invade 
their holidays. Mr. Blythe’s new tariff 
on imported clothing will constitute a very 
big worry for visitors, since it appears to 
involve a minute and _ thorough-going 
examination of their luggage at the ports 
of entry. His answer to Mr. Good—that 
luggage coming direct from America would 
not be re-examined in the Free State— 
meets the case of only one class of tourists. 
We all hope that tens of thousands cf 
visitors will arrive in the coming summer 
from Great Britain and the Continent of 
Ev.rope, and the bulk of these will enter 
the Free State through Kingstown and 
the Southern ports. To such persons Mr. 
Blythe offers no concessions. Anybody can 
picture the scene at Kingstown Pier on 
an afternoon or early morning in July 
or August. The pier will be crowded 
with tired and bewildered passengers. 
No doubt, a polite and largely aug- 
mented staff of Customs officers will 
try to mitigate their ordeal; but, if 
it is to do its duty conscientiously, its 
task must be prolonged and difficult, This 
will be nothing less than the task of dis- 
covering whether a thousand frocks, suits, 
slirts, sets of underclothing, pairs of 
socks, and even umbrellas, have been in 
legitimate use or are liable to the new 
duty, By the timo when the trial is ended 
many visitors will have been mulcted in 
various sums and all will have lost their 
tempers. We can imagine no more un- 
favourable introduction to an Irish holiday 
or none more likely to prevent a repetition 
of the adventure. Yet, if Mr. Blythe's 
tax is to be enforced, the thing must be 
done, and the tourist—and the Irish 
tourist industry—must suffer. The bleak 
and unconsoling moral seems to be— 


“ O, what a tangled web we weave 
When first we practise to—protect.”’ 


Taxation of Sport. 


A tax on open-air sports is not easily 
to be justified. Certainly we do not 
grudge the Gaelic Athletic Association the 
privilege which it has enjoyed hitherto of 
holding its matches free of entertainment 
tax. In Dail Eireann on Wednesday Mr. 
Blythe mentioned that action must be 
taken to regularise the custom, which 
has been ‘tacitly recognised, of not en- 
forcing charges on Gaelic gatherings ; and, 
when the Minister was asked yesterday 
whether immunity from entertainment tax 
could extend to other open-air athletic 
events, he answered in non-committal 
fashion. “The only thing definitely 
settled,” he said, “is that the present 
illegal position cannot be allowed to con- 
tinue.” We are glad that Mr. Blythe's 
reply indicated that—so far, at any rate— 
nodecision has been made toexclude other 
sports than those practised by the Gaelic 
Athletic Association from the contem- 
placed legal exemption. If the game 
played “by one youth is to be relieved of 
taxation, it would be unjust to retain an 
impost on the game played by his brother ; 
and, if entertainment tax is to be 1e- 
mitted in respect of one form of football, 
it should be remitted in the case of all. 
It is urged that taxes on gatherings to 
witness athletic matches are imposed, not 
on the game and the players, but on the 
idle spectators. This is an argument which 
is only valid in part. Matches which 
attract large crowds tend to propagate 
interest in sport and to multiply adherents 
of the game; and the funds raised at such 
matches go, not to private profit, but to 
the propagation of a healthy pastime. 
All games which attract people from indoor 
pursuits to the open air have an equal 
claim to be regarded as practices beneficial 


to the race.

LONDON LETTER. 


THE KING’S RETURN. 


659 FLEET STREET, LONDON, 
: Fripay Niacur. 

The visit of the King and Queen to 
Paris is regarded in diplomatic circles as 
a very happy gesture of friendship 
towards the people of France, while the 
French Press almost unanimously recog- 
nises it as such. It is reported that the 
Royal visitors had a most enthusiastic 
reception to-day whenever they appeared 
in public, equalled only by that given to 
King Edward, who was a royal favourite 
with the Parisians. Stress is laid in the 
reports to-day on the healthy appearance 
of the King. ‘The reception of the Royal 
party when it arrives in London to- 
morrow will be a great one, and the police 
are making special arrangements to cope 
with big crowds on the short roufe from 
Victoria Station to Buckingham Palace. 

During the absence of the King and 
Queen abroad, Buckingham Palace has 
been undergoing a spring cleaning of a 
more strenuous character than is usual, 
though Queen Mary does not permit 
slackness at any time where houselho! 
duties are concerned. The Palace has 
been swept and garnished until every 
thing shines, including the scores of 
windows. The vacuum cleaner wa: 
installed during the days of King Edward 
and is regularly in use, but it is not quite 
sufficient to meet the views of the Queen, 
who has a very extensive knowledge of al!

A Sham Air Raid. 


The air raids on London next week are 
to be silent; for, though, they will be 
staged as effectively as possible, it is 
thought that the explosion of bombs ani 
the firing of guns would be too much for 
the nervous, more particularly those wl 
suffered bereavement or loss during tlie 
war. Aeroplanes, however, are to fly over 
the City during the day, dropping pamph- 
lets, and anti-aircraft artillery stationed 
outside the Mansion House: will show. how 
science has helped the marksmen to make 
a good shot. At night searchlights will 
play a prominent part in the scheme of 
advertisement, and will appear both over 
the City and the West End. Hopés are high 
to-day that recruits will come rushing ir 
as soon as it is fully realised that London 
is virtually undefended against at! 
owing to lack of man-power. 


The Budget. 


The Budget statement of Mr. Church! 
is being awaited by financial circles in the 
City of London with composure; for it is 
agreed that the Chancellor certainly can- 
not add to taxation, even though he mav 
not be able to do much in the way of 
reduction. There is, however, a belief 
that he will do what he can for the 


‘relief of the taxpayer, and the City is 


content to rest upon that hope. City men 
put little faith in the prophecies that 
there will be a reduction of a shilling 
income tax, not more than sixpence beinz 
expected. Mr. Churchill is expected to 
insist upon the most stringent economy in 
Government Departments durinz the 
financial year, and, if he does not, there 
will be considerable disappointment in the 
City. 

An Irish Rose. 


The most admired bloom at the 
National Rose Society’s Show at the 
Horticultural Hall to-day was one shown 
by Mr. S. McGredy, of Portadown, named 
White Ensign. One of the purest brida! 
white roses yet produced, it is the result 
of ten years’ study and experiment. It 
has been flowering for two years, bus 
never at the right moment for exhibition, 
and has not made its first public appear- 
ance until to-day. It was awarded a 
Certificate of Merit. The Society decided 
to have a special medal struck in com- 
memoration of a huge exhibit by Mr. 
Elisha Hicks, which secured the cham- 
pionship in the nurserymen’s classes. It 
was described as the most magnificent ever 
staged at a British show.

FURNITURE REMOVALS 
NOT TAXED,

OTICES for the informatien of im- 
porters and the general public con- 
cerning the operation oí the new Customs 
duties have been prepared by the Free 
State Revenue Commissioners, and copies 
were sent out last night. Importers directly 
concerned will be able to get copies to-day 
or on Monday. . 
Some points of general interest occur. 


HANDKERCHIEFS AND UMBRELLAS.. 

Under ‘Clothing and Apparel”’ are included 
pocket handkerchiefs and umbrellas; and the 
term comprises completely or partially manu- 
factured articles, and comporent parts and 
accessories thereof. 

The exceptions comprise (besides footwear, 
already covered by the appropriate duty) the 
following :— ; 

Component parts or accessories of personal 
clothing or wearing apparel made 
wholly or mainly of non-textile 
material. 

Surgical or medical clothing or apparel, 
i.e., articles of personal clothing or 
wearin an which are of a surgical 
or medical character, and are intended 
to be worn because of, or as a preven- 
tive against, or remedy for, any physi- 
cal ailment or defect. 

Theatrical costumes, etc., viz. :'— Articles of 
personal clothing of wearing apparel 
imported for use exclusively in a par- 
ticular stage play or other dramatic or 
musical representation or performance. 

Clothing and apparel imported for further 
manufacture and subsequent exporta- 
tion. 

Further, the duty is not chargeable on the 

following articles :— 

Material other than blanketing imported in 
the piece. 

Accessories of apparel made wholly or 
mainly of non-textile material, 

Jewellery, purses, walking sticks, 

Among the articles specially mentioned as 
included within the dutiable classes are ac- 
cessories of wearing apparel, such as braces, 
suspenders, belts, etc., manufactured of tex- 
tile material; and blankets intended to be 
used as a covering for animals. 


DEARER SHAMPOOS. 

The additional duty of 10 per cent. on 
toilet (including shaving soaps, toilet soap 
substitutes, and toilet soap powders, also in- 
cludes bath soaps, shampoo powders and 
liquid shampoos. 


DOORS EXEMPTED. 

The notice concerning furniture and bed- 
steads includes the following definition :— 

“The duty on furniture and parts applies 
to all furniture manufactured wholly or 
partly of wood and to component parts of 
such furniture which parts are themselves 
made wholly or partly of wood, The term 
furniture is to be taken as denoting anything 
required to furnish a house, office, school, 
church, institution, business premises, etc. 
Duty, therefore, is chargeable on all such 
articles as chairs, tables, presses, wardrobes, 
benches, desks, pictures in wooden frames or 

inted on wood, picture frames, wooden 
amp stands, mattresses with wood frames, 
etc. 
“The duty does not apply to fixtures or 
fittings intended to be used in the construc- 
tion of a house, church, school, etc., and ac- 
cordingly such articles as doors, window 
sashes, mantelpieces to be fitted into and to 
remain as permanent parts of a building will 
be admitted free of duty on importation,” 


REMOVALS FREE. 

Persons coming to reside in the Free State 
wii not be charged duty on their household 
furniture. The paragraph to this effect 
states :— 

“ Duty is not chargeable on any furniture 
or bedsteads, or on component parts of such 
furniture or bedsteads sh | by persons 
resident in, or intending to reside per- 
manently, in Saorstat Eireann, provided the 
furniture had been previously used by the 
importer or his family or household, and is 
being imported for use in Saorstat Eireann 
of the importer or his family or household.”’ 

The duty on EE ho bottles is ex- 
tended to empty glass bottles and empty glass 
jars of every description and for whatever 
purpose intended. 

SUGAR CONFECTIONERY. 

No information has yet been issued as to 
the manner in which the “ flat rate of a 
penny per lb.' on sugar will operate, in com- 
parison with the present system, under which 
the degree of polarization of the particular 
class of sugar imported is a factor in the 
assessment of duty. 

e reduction in the rate of dut 
announced by Mr. Blythe as one of his 
“breakfast table" reliefs is not one to 
orerate until the 6th May, and no resolution 
has yet been introduced with regard to any 
of the duties that are to be reduced or dis- 
continued. 

Mr. James O'Neill, Secretary of the Dublin 
Branch of the Amalgamated Union of Up- 
holsterers, says that up to this week twenty 
members have been drawing out-of-work pay, 
and in most cases they had been out of work 
for three months.

The total of there items is a quarter of 
a million short of £5,000,000. To the com- 
pensation figure given above can be added 
a sum of about £1,500,000, the estimated 
outstanding liability of the Free State 
beyond the amount estimated as payable 
in the present financial year. 

Thus we have already an amount of six 
and a half millions scheduled as due for 
borrowing, apart from certain further 
items of next year’s expenditure likely to 
be classed as abnormal, and independent 
of such loan propositions as the Shannon 
scheme. 

Against that amount of six and a half

anc. a half out of the Exchequer balance 
in hands on April Ist. 

Mr. Blythe explained to the Dail last 
night that the Exchequer could carry on 
for some months without needing the pro- 
ceeds of a National Loan, a great part of 
which, if raised soon, would lie unused in 
the Exchequer, but, nevertheless, costing 
interest.

Extraordinary precautions have been 
taken by the London pol'ce authorities, 
says the Daily Mail, owing to grave fears 
that a bomb outrage may be attempted 
to-day at the funeral Service for’General 
Lord Rawlinson at St. Margaret’s Church, 
Westminster, which will be attended by 
Ministers, diplomats, soldiers, and people 
of distinction, representing all parts of 
this country and the world. 

It ig feared, apparently, that there may 
be an outrage similar to that which, 
organised and financed from Moscow, took 
place in the Sveta Nedelia Cathedral, 
Sofia, on Thursday of last week. 

To-day a considerably augmented force 
of special detectives and “police officers will 
be on duty. They will be placed in posi- 
tions which will command a complete view 
of the whole ceremony. Others will be on 
guard at each of the entrances. 

Yesterday morning Scotland Yard de- 
tectives attached to the special branch 
which deals particularly with political 
police work, made a close examinatior of 
the church. Every part was searched for 
any hidden infernal machine. 

The detectives inspected all the corners, 
crevices, and pews,.and pounded every 
hassock to find if it contained any hard 
object. Even the organ and pipes, and 
the great organ itself, were inspected.

INCOME TAX IN A 
LOSING YEAR. 


A COMPANY’S APPLICATION. 
Sir Patrick Hastings, K.C., in the King’s 
Bench Divisional Court, London, yesterday 
mentioned the case of the English Crown 
Spelter Co., Ltd., in which the company had 
obtained a rule calling on the Commissioners 
of Income Tax to show cause why they 
should not be prohibited from demanding 
income tax from the company for a year in 
which they had made a considerable loss. 

Sir Patrick explained that the question 
raised was one of great importance generally, 
because the point was, whether the Com- 
missioners can levy tax on a company that 
has made a loss, basing the tax on the profits 
of the company for the three preceding years. 
The company's books had been investigated, 
and a loss of about £6,000 had been proved. 
It was most desirable that the matter should 
he decided before the introduction of the 
Finance Bill next Tuesday, and *he asked 
for a hearing on Monday. 

Mr. Bremner, who opposed the application, 
said that the information they uired was 
not complete.

NORTHERN IRELAND 
CONTRIBUTIONS, 


ARBITRATION AWARDS. 


The Northern ‘Ireland Special Arbitra- 
tion Committee which was set up to con- 
sider whether, in view of the ratification 
of the Constitution of the Irish Free State, 
any alteration was needed in the scale of 
the contributions of Northern Ireland to 
the cost of Imperial services, issued its 
final report in London yesterday, The 
formula adopted by the. Committee was 
that the proportion of Imperial liabilities 
and expenditure to be contributed by 
Northern Ireland shall be determined by 
tha amount by which the revenue exceeds 
the local expenditure of Northern Ireland. 


POLICE AND CIVIL SERVICE, 


The samount of the standard for the 
standard year 1923-1924, to which the formula 
should be applied, was claimed the 
Treasury to be not exceeding £6,136,611, pro- 
viding for the exclusion of certain items from 
the standard both for Northern Ireland and 
Great Britain and by Northern Ireland, to be 
£7,279,450. 


With respect to the Royal Ulster Constabu- 
lary, the Ulster Government claimed a 
standard of £805,865, and the Treasury a 
standard of £735,864 The Committee were 
in favour of the Northern Ireland standard. 
They, however, disallowed a claim of £51,785 
for future increments of salary. : 

With respect to Civil Service. future salary 
increments. the Committee decided against 
admitting a claim of £70,000. Ulster claimed 
a standard of £28,500 for reformatory and 
industrial schools, and the Treasury proposed 
£9,750. The Committee awarded £12,000. 

For educational services. Northern Ireland 
claimed a standard of £1,748,210. and the 
Treasury submitted £1,518,210. The award 
was £1,675,500 

The Committee did not consider that a 
claim for £6,000 as a sinking fund for church 
temporalities fund was appropriate to the 
standard, and disallowed it. 


LOCAL GRANTS, 


Grants to local authorities respecting hous- 
ing, Government contribution to insurance 
fund grants, in relief of rates, of agricultural 
land and unemployment relief grants, were 
eliminated from both standards, and dealt 
with otherwise. 

Excluding these items, the amount of the 
standard claimed by the Ulster Government 
was £6,522,786. The items which were in dis- 
pute between the parties amounted to 
£406,536, of which the Committee have 
allowed £229,541. and disallowed £176,995, 
making the standard awarded for Northern 
Ireland £6,345,791. 

The corresponding standard for Great 
Britain on the same basis is £169,789,680, 
subject to audit. 

The suggested period for the application of 
the principles of the report is five years. 

In an appended schedule, it is stated that 
the standard expenditure per hea in 
Northern Ireland during 1925 was £4 19s. 
9.32d., and in Great Britain £3 18s, 5.97d.

It 
had now reached a stage when these schemes 
could be considered with confidence. A 
booklet, ‘‘ Ireland, 1925,’’ had gone to press, 
and was to be distributed free in large num- 
bers to all the important tourist-supplying 
countries. An attractive poster, for display 
in America, was being completed, and would 
be despatched within the next week.

The London, Midland and Scottish and the 
Great Western Railway of England are mak- 
ing a special feature of Ireland for the 
holidays, and the effect of their work is 
already being shown by the large number of 
inquiries for information coming from Eng- 
lish sources. The presence in America of 
Senator Moran, President of the Association, 
and Mr. Howard Harrington, M.A., of 
Killarney, one of the Vice-Presidents. is also 
of particular importance, and prospects from 
America are better for 1925 than even in 
pre-war years. The co-operation of the Free 
State Government, through its representa- 
tives abroad and-its departments at home, 
has been of the greatest value. Special 
legislation has been secured, and will enable 
the Association to obtain unification of policy 
and programme on the part of all local 
councils in the Free State who are providing 
money for advertising purposes, and it is 
hoped in the near future to begin an in- 
tensive advertising campaign through the 
Press and other mediums. 

The Association has three organisers 
actively engaged in establishing local com- 
mittces, and increasing its membership.

MURDERS AT PARIS 


MEETING. 


BY COMMUNISTS. - 


DEBATE IN THE FRENCH 
CHAMBER. 


PARIS, Friday. 

‘Public opinion is profoundly perturbed 
by last night’s Communist attack on the 
members of the Young Patriots’ League, 
in the Rue Damremont, eye-witnesses’ 
accounts of which point to a pre-arranged 
plan, carried out by armed assassins, obey- 
ing strict military discipline. 

The matter was brought up in the 
Chamber to-day, when a vote of confidence 
was passed in the Government. after 
Deputy M. Taittinger, who was one of the 
principal speakers at the political meeting 
which the Communists sought to break up, 
had. interpellated the Government on the 
measures it proposed to take to protect 
the lives of the citizens. 

THE COMMUNIST PERIL. 

Describing the incident, M. Taittinger said— 

“We witnessed revolting scenes. We Saw 
men hiding in doorways and coldly firing 
revolvers, sowing death in the ranks of our 
comrades. The Communist peril has been 
denied, but here is proof that it exists. Last 
night, amid scenes of unheard of savagery, 
we saw men led by Kabyles and Annamites, 
carrying knives and revolvers, hurl them- 
selves on our comrades. 
“Do you want an example of Communist 
organisation? For some time at the head 
quarters of the Jeunesses Patriots we noticed 
the disappearance of the mail, so we opened 
an inquiry, and found that it was an 
Annamite, who each nicht carried the stolen 
mail to the Humanité, the Communist 
organ.” 

M. Taittinger added that further demonstra- 
tions of the same kind were contemplated, 
and there was a possibility of grave revolu- 
tionary disorders on May 1 It was the 
Government's duty to protect citizens. The 
Communists, throughout M.  Taittinger’s 
speech, assumed an air of indifference. 

. Compére Morel, on behalf of the 
Socialists, blamed the Communists for not 
respecting the right of assembly. He said— 
“Since the Communists have taken command 
of part of our troops, no meeting is possible 
in Paris. We ask the Communists to 
abandon these practices, so that no corpse may 
lie across the nolitical road.”’ 

_ NOT ASSASSINS. 

M. Cachin, the Communist leader, blamed 
the Fascisti organisation for what had oc- 
curred, The Communist Party was not a 
party of assassins, and an inquiry would show 
which side had fired first. 

M. Schrameck, Minister of the Interior, said 
that the Government considered any attack 
on the life and liberty of citizens was in- 
tolerable, and the police did their duty. He 
added that the authors of this crime could not 
be politicians, but were merely ordinary 
criminals, 

By a show of hands the Chamber passed a 
resolution indignantly condemning “the 
criminal acts which stained Paris with blood,” 
and expressing confidence at the Govern- 
ments competence to assure order.—(Reuter. ) 
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ROYAL VISIT TO PARIS. 


LUNCHEON WITH PRESIDENT 
DOUMERGUE. 

A Reuter telegram announces that the 
King and Queen arrived in Paris yesterday 
morning, and were met at the railway station 
dy the British. Ambassador (Lord Crewe) and 
Lady Crewe. Their Majesties drove to the 


Embassy. At 12.45 they were entertained to 
luncheon at the Elysée by President 
Doumergue. After the luncheon the King 


decorated M. Painlevé as Knight Grand Cross 
of the Victorian Order, and decorated M. de 
Fouquiéres, Director of the Protocol, as 
Knight Commander of the Victorian Order. 

Their Maiesties then returned to the British 
Embassy. The President returned their visit 
durmg the afternoon. Soon afterwards the 
Queen drove out with Lady Crewe. The 
King, accompanied by Lord Crewe, drove to 
the Are de Triomphe shortly after 3 o'clock, 
where His Majesty placed a wreath on the 
tomb of the unknown soldier.

Travelling incognito, Their Majesties went 
at 6 o'clock to the Port Maillot Station of the 
Ceinture Railway, whence’ their train passed 
to the main Nord line. At the railway 
station the British Ambassador and Ladv 
Crewe, with the Director of the Municipal 
Police, took leave of Their Majesties. The 
Queen carried a magnificent bouquet, the gift 
of President Doumergue.

" The Times in a leading article on “ Bolshe- 
vism at Work'” says :—Recent events at home 
and abroad convey the clear warning that 
there is a menacing background to all the 
conflicts of Kurope and a sinister challenge to 
the plans for gradual reconstruction, Con- 
flicts, rivalries, and schemes of restoration 
may have their normal play within the pre 
sent order, but it is necessary to bear in 
mind that this order is itself continually 
threatened. The Bolshevists are at work. 
They never cease. Their destructive energy 
is the most constant factor in European 
politics to-day. The Bolshevist schemes are 
world-wide in their scope. here are no 
more diligent students of the international 
situation than the present rulers of Moscow. 


They have chosen Bulgaria for their

They are 
the declared enemies of the present European 
order. They are embittered and unrelenting 
antagonists of the British Empire, which 
they regard as the strongest bulwark of the 
present order. Through propaganda among 
the Asiatic and African peoples, through 
far-reaching diplomatic combinations, through 
commercial and financial intrigue, and, 
above all, through intrigues in the organisa- 
tions that represent the British working class 
they are doing their utmost to undermine 
the foundations of British unity. 

This work is going on every day. ‘They 
have achieved a great success with the Trade 
Union Council, which in the eyes of European 
Socialists, at any rate, is now committed to 
revolutionary action in Great Britain, in ac- 
cordance with the tactics of the Red Inter 
national of Moscow. British workmen in 
the mass are, it may be, still unaware of 
what has this week been decided in secret 
conclave in their name.

SEED POTATOES. 


NORTHERN MINISTRY'S 
SCHEME. 


The Northern Ministry of Agriculture has 
adopted a seed supply scheme, under which it 
will purchase seed potatoes and seed oats for 
sale at reduced prices to Boards of Guardians 
and local Committees for distribution in 
necessitous districts. The cost of the seed is 
estimated at £2,400, and the proceeds from 
the sale to the Guardians or local Committees 
will amount to £1,350, leaving a deficit of 
£1,050, which the Northern Parliament will 
be asked to meet. 

The Northern Ministry of Agriculture 1s 
also adopting a scheme for the purchase of 
seed potatoes for distribution to selected 
farmers, with the object of accelerating the 
more extensive growing of immune varieties 
of potatoes in Northern Ireland, and so pre 
vent the spread of the potato disease known 
as ‘‘ black ecab,’’ or “ wart disease.” ‘These 
immune varieties will be distributed free of 
charge to farmers selected by the Ministry of 
Agriculture, on the condition that they will 
supply to the Ministry, free of charge, a 
quantity of the resulting produce equal in 
quantity to the seed given by the Ministry, 
or alternatively to repay the Ministry for the 
quantity of seed supplied at cuyrent market 
rates, and in addition undertake to sell to 
potato growers for seed purposes as much ot 
the remainder of the produce as might be re 


MOTOR ACCIDENT IN DUBLIN. 

Mrs. Doris O’Shannon, 73 St. Stephen's 
Green, Dublin, was taken to St. Vincent 
Hospital last evening, suffering from injuries 
received as the result of a gollision between a 
motor car and a motor lorry.

That Berlin will vote for Chancellor 
Marx is a foregone conclusion. Ham- 
burg, Cologne, Leipzig and Frankfort also 
appear certain for the Republican Coali- 
tion. But whether the country districts 
will give Hindenburg enough to offset 
these advantages, is questionable. 

However. the betting market thinks 
more of Hindenburg’s chances to-day. 
The odds are shortening, and some bets 
are even being at even money. 

Reports in the Right Press that foreign 
opinion is backing Hindenburg—the die 
patches are palpably false to anyone who 
knows the conditions in England, France 
and America—have influenced the wagers 
in Hindenburg’s favour. 

There is only one thing certain about 
Sunday’s poll—it will be dangerously 
close, with the final outcome resting with 
the voters who failed to go to the polls at 
the first Presidential] election last month. 

A new defection from the Right Coali- 
tion is reported, which may‘ cost Hinden- 
burg a large portion of the Bavarian 
People’s Party's votes. Deputy Leight, 
one of the leaders of that party, has come 
out flatly for Dr. Marx. He will pro- 
bably carry about five hundred thousand 
Bavarian votes with him. 


WIRELESS APPEALS. 

The camnaign (adds Reuter) has been con- 
ducted with extreme virulence by both sides, 
especially in the party newspapers, which for 
the past two weeks have been throwing mud 
at one another with extraordinary bitterness. 

Field-Marshal von Hindenburg himself has 
taken little part in the campaign, apparently 
being satisfied to let his name work for him. 
Dr. Marx, on the other hand, has been 
touring the country making speeches. 

Both candidates to-night broadcasted their 
final appeal to the electors, Hindenburg from 
Hanover and Marx from Nuremburg. 

Dr.. Marx, in the course of his speech, 
emphasised that the peaceful development of 
Europe was necessary for the national and 
economic recovery of the German people, and 
that the new Germany of national democracy 
had won a certain confidence among reasonable 
circles abroad—a confidence which must not 
light-heartediy be risked. 

; WILL NOT BE SLAVES. 

Marshal von Hindenburg appealed for unity 
among the German people. 
German policy in the past years had shown 
signs of weary resignation, and the -German 
people had lost faith in atself. 

“ We must not, however, give way to such 
a feeling. In the great competition of the 
nations for the development and improvement of 
humanity, no nation must voluntarily sur- 
render its place. - If the world is finaily and 
permanently to be relieved from the terrible 
consequences of the war it will not do for 
Germany to believe that she can live by the 
grace of other nations and States. We wish 
to unite the strength of the nation in order 
thereby again to rise. 

‘‘ Germany has been the loser in the great 
decision of the world war. The German 
people is determined to take this fact into 
account, and to bear its consequences to the 
limit of its vital necessities. But just as little 
as our people can remain for ever dependent 
on the world, so little do we wjsh per- 
manently to be slaves.’ 

WILL PREVENT NEW WARS. 

Marshal Hindenburg then declared that an 
attempt must be made to carry out! the in- 
ternational agreements of recent years, but if 
the future showed that Germanv’s obligaticns 
could not be carried out, then other sc!utions 
must be sought in peaceful collaboration with 
other nations. 

Marshal Hindenburg declared—‘‘ I affirm 
before the entire world that it has always 
been my holiest endeavour to prevent new 
horrors of war, and to help to the utmost the 
war victims of the past. This aim can be 
best attained by umity, and to : rve our 
people as a leader in this sense will be my 
holiest task.” :
